From here it will pro- 
ceed at once to Pana and probably will be 
in camp there tomorrow forenoon. 

At the same time orders were wired to Dr. 
John B. Hamilton of Bigin, the Colonel of 
the provisional militia regiment now being 
organized and which is composed mainly of 
companies belonging to the_order of Sons 
of Veterans, to send here i ediately the 
two companies of his regiment which can 
get here the quickest. These companies will 
at once be mustered into the Ihinois Na- 
tional Guard and equipped and forwarded 
to Pana. 


Sheriff’s Force Inadequate, 
Sheriff Coburn reported to Governor Tan- 


eral wounded in the encounter between the 
white and colored miners at Pana last night, 
and that further trouble was imminent 
which he would not be able to repress with 
the aid of. his deputies. Sheriff Coburn as- 
sured the Governor that the presence of 
troops would be necessary to preserve order 
and satisfied the Executive that the situ- 
ation demanded action upon his part. 

Battery B is the only command belongin 
to the Illinois National Guard now available 
for the duty required, but the two companies 
of Colonel Hamilton’s new regiment will 
probably make force enough. 

Captain Craig of Battery B will be the 
ranking officer at Pana and will be in com- 
mand of the troops there. He will be in- 
structed to preserve order in the City of 
Pana and to protect life and property, but 
not to use his force in protecting the opera- 
tion of the mines with imported labor. : 


Battery Starts Promptly.

Commander of the Army Alleged to 
Have Indulged in Some Caustic Re- 
marks Against Secretary Alger 
‘Without Mentioning Latter’s Name. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 20.—[Special.]— 
It is alleged General Miles indulged in some 
rather caustic remarks last night at a re- 
ception given him by his comrades of the 
Medal of Honor Legion, when he paid his 
respects to those who blame the soldiers for 
the deaths which have occurred: in the 
camps. He severely criticised Secretary 
Alger and others who are trying to evade 
the responsibility for the camp horrors, but 
did not mention their names. In part he 
said: 

The volunteer troops of the United States 
in the war with Spain were as brave and as 
politic a body of soldiers as ever took the 
feld in any campaign the world has ever 
seen. The battles they fought were won as 
gallantly as any recorded in history. 

And yet the perils which our soldiers had 
most cause to dread were not bullets, but 
disease, Which swept over our camps, de- 
stroying hundreds where bullets had killed 
one. Our soldiers entered into the fever- 
stricken camps as they went up the hill in the 
face of the enemy—with a courage and devo- 
tion that must open to them the glorious © 
pages of history. 

** Those who say that these men sickened 
and died because they wished to do 80; 
those who blame the soldiers and officers of 
our army for the. disease and death that 
devastated the camps and thinned the 
ranks of our army; those who assert that 
our .soldiers suffered through their own 
fault, insult a quarter of a million of the 
bravest men that shall ever carry arms 
beneath the sun. 

“These men did not suffer and die because 
they liked it, and whoever says they did in- 
sults our army and the men who officered it. 
It is an affront to reason. I have nothing to 
say of the blame for the death of those 
brave men.“

Prohibition a Question Before the Vot- 
ers for Many Years—Majority 
Against Liquor.

Quebec, Sept. 20.— During the last ten 
years the question of prohibition has several 


various. provinces, but never before have 
the people of the entire Dominion voted 
upon it. 

Ontario was the last province to vote on 
The plebiscite was taken 
on June 19, 1894, when 192,497 voted for and 
110,757 against, making a total of 360,464, or 
46.65 per cent of the registered Vote of the 
following year (1895). On the polled vote 
29.61 per cent of the registered vote was for 
prohibition and 17.04 per cent against. At 
the Déminion general election of 1891 the 
registered vote was 568,789, and the vote 
polled 360,464. 

Taking the four provinces together, it ap- 
pears that a total vote of. 261,008 has been 
nolled for prohibition and 132,158 against, 
making a total 393,158 votes polled out of 
a registered vote of 831,870 at the time the 
various plebiscites were taken. or 47.26 per 
cent. Of this 47.26 per cent which voted, 
31.37 per cent. was for prehibition and 15.89 
per cent against. At the general election 

orf 1891 the total registered vote in the 
Provinces of Ontario, Nova Scotia, Mani- 
toba, and Prince Edward Island was 729,- 
578 and the vote polied was 466,255, or 63.90 
per cent of the registered vote, as com- 


vote polled at the different plebiscites. It 
does not appear, therefore, that the -vote 
on the prohibition question has been as light 
as is generally stated, it being only 16.64 per 
cent below the vote of 1891, after one of 
the hottest political campaigns ever known 
in Canada. 

The liquor men and their supporters have 
argued that prohibition would kill only the 
open saloon, but for every saloon it would 
close two or three or more secret drinking 
places would spring into existence in spite 
of all that could be done to prevent it. The 
reason is plain—there is a demand for whis- 
ky and beer and ‘wines, and as long as that 
demand exists there will be some one who 
will, for profit, defy the law and supply the 
demand. It has heen argued by these 
“antis” that the only way to abolish is 


ing in the process of education are such 
powerful allies as the sound and widespread 
sentiment against intemperance that exists 
today, and the keen competition which now 
renders it impossible for the drunkard or 
the tippler to keep the pace. According to 
Canadian law, 690 out of every 700 of the 
population are prohibited from selling spir- 
ituous liquors, and that all that is required 
is to prohibit, the 700th man and complete 
prohibition. This argument, it is held by 
the liquor interests and others not in sym- 
pathy with thé prohi n cause, is the 
weakest of all that fave been advanced in 
favor of prohibition, and they give a reason 
_ why this 700th man is ot to be easily swept 
away. It is this: He is there to supply the 
demand. He is theré as a result of years | 
of experience with the Ncensing system: It 
has been found, they say, that one man can 
supply 609 others with the spirituous liquors 
they desire, or some one else will be there to 
supply that desire ds long as it exists. © 
It is argued that prohibition does not mean 
direct taxation. A well-known public man 
recently sought to answer that claim. He 
said: 


“I cannot see why this argument 
be advanced. If prohibition will 4

Spain’s Right to Sell. 

If Spanish sovereignty must be withdrawn

In the 
first heat Andrews sent Gentry at a fast 
clip from the start, going the first quarter 
in half a minute. The second heat he 
changed his system, making the pace fast 
the last half mile. The time of the two 
heats—2:04% and 2:03%—is the fastest har- 
ness race of the year, ahd it was announced 
from the stand that they were the fastest 
two consecutive heats ever made by any 
harness horse. % week ago at Readvllle 
Patchen won itr 2.65% and 2:04%. 

The conditions of the race today were that 
both heats must be made in 2:05 or less. 
The winner received the $5,000 purse. 
Neither horse broke during the race. 

The horses had a fine start in the firet 
heat. Gentry went to the front from the 
first, and at the quarter led by four lengths. 
Then Patchen pulled himself together a lit- 
tle, and at the half mile had gained two 
lengths. He failed to get any nearer, how- 
ever, and in the homestretch Gentry gained 
steadily on him and passed under the wire, 
going easily, three lengths ahead. The 
frst quarter was made in 30 seconds, the 
second in 30%, the third quarter in 82, and 
the last in 31% seconds. 

The second heat was a trifle more interest- 
ing. On the third scoring the word was 
given and the horses started even. At the 
quarter mile Gentry led by three-quarters 
of a length and at the half mile by half a 
Jength. At the three-quarters post Gentry 
led by three-quarters of a length, and on 
the homestretch he again forged ahead and 
won by four lengths with ease, amid cheers. 
The time by quarters wag: First, :31; sec- 
ond, :31; third, :30%; fourth, :30%. 

In the free-for-all pace, Rubjnstein had 
an easy thing and won handily’in straight 
mile in 2; 40076 Tomorrow.

Dowager Empress Likely te, Appolat a 
Figurehead to the Royal Throne, Re- 
taining the Real Power Herself— 
Trend of Events in the Orient. 


Peking, Sept. 27, via Shanghai, Sept. 29.— 
The announcement of the Emperor's death 
is expected soon, and the dowager Empress 
is likely to appoint a figurehead as his suc- 
cessor, retaining the real power herself. 

One report says the Empress has strong 
views regarding Russian aggression in Man- 
„churla, and that, though she is likely to 
restore Li Hung Chang to power, she is not 
likely to countenance his Russian leanings. 

The developments of palace affairs con- 
firm the belief that the Emperor, by the rad- 
ical reforms which he had decreed, pre- 
pared himself for the blow rue, by the 
dowager Empress. 

The successive edicts furnish a 8 of 
the, trend: of affairs. The Empervr’s chief 
adviser, Kang Yuwel, obtained unbounded 
influence over him and inspired the reforms. 
The official classes opposed him and con- 
sulted the dowager Empress as to means 
for nullifying these reforms. 

The current story is that the immediate 
cause of the Emperor’s downfall was that he 
appeared one day in European clothes. This 
offer.se, it appears, was aggravated by the 
arrival in China of the Marquis Ito, the 
Japanese statesman, which alarmed the pal- 
ace Cfficials as foreshadowing Japanese in- 
fluence in the empire’s councils. Thereupon 
the dowager Empress acted with wonderful 
promptness and deposed her nephew before 
the Peking people were aware she had left 
the summer palace. Kang Yuwei, foresee- 
ing trouble, fled two days before the crisis. 
His followers were arrested today. 

Hsuying-K’Quei, whose dismissal from 
the Chinese Foreign office was secured by 
the British Minister some time ago on the 
ground of bad faith, - s been reappointed 

London, Sept. 30.—The Peking correspond- 
ent of the Times, telegraphing on Thursday, 
says: 

Six reformists—namely: Kang Yuwei's 
brother, one censor, and four head clerks of 
the Cabinet, including a son of the Governor 
of Hu Poi—were execufed today for alleged 
conspiracy inst the Dowager Empress.

Stones Also Thrown at Men 


Engaged in Laying North- 
western Railroad Track. 


POLICE CALLED TO RIOT. 


Polish Citizens Near Noble Street 
and Fox Place Vent 
Furious Rage. 


SAY THEIR LAND IS INVADED 


Red pepper, brickbats, and paving stones 
were the weapons used by angry Polish citi- 
zens yesterday in attacking trainmen and 
workmen engaged in laying a track for the 

Chicago and Northwestern railroad in Noble 
street, near Fox place. 

Six Rawson street policemen, under the 
personal command of Lieutenant Kroll of 
that station, and a dozen special policemen 
from the Chicago and Northwestern rail- 
road, under the direction of Sergeant — 
win, guarded five freight cars off the 
newly laid track all night. The lene was 
necessary to prevent the demolition of the 
cars and the tearing up of the track by the 
Polish residents of the neighborhood, who 
were incensed at what they termed the en- 
croachmént of the railroad on their private 
property. 

The trouble started at 10 o’clock yester- 
day morning, when fifty laborers employed 
by the railroad company in the work of 
track elevation appeared at Fox place and 
Noble street and laid a track on the side- 
walk on the east side of the street for a 
distance of several hundred feet, shutting 
-off entrance to houses in the immediate 
neighborhood. 

Several hundred women and _ children, 
armed with red pepper and stones, began 
an assault on th® workmen, accompanying 
their missiles with a series of jeers. Be- 
fore the police reached the scene one brake- 
man was knocked from a freight car and 
slightly injured. Other workmen suffered 
intensely from the red pepper whic. was 
thrown in their faces. 


Riot Call for Polina 


From the Rawson Street Station a wagon- 
load of policemen was sent to the scene in 
response to a riot call. They succeeded in 
preserving order for the time being, and 


running the heaviest locomotive in the West 
Side yards on the track which had been laid 
in the disputed territory. Lieutenant Kroll, 
who was down-town when the trouble began, 
hurried to the scene and remonstrated with 
the Polish citizens, telling them to secure 
an injunction against the railroad if their 
rights were being infringed on. 

No further trouble occurred until late in 
the afternoon, when an attempt was made 
to back a freight train into the disputed ter-

plainly that if for the mere matter of per 
sonal favoritism to certain teachers they in 
tended to override the judgment of Su- 
perintendent and his assistants the schools 
would suffer, and he did not intend to be 
held responsible therefor.

THE GOVERNMENT OF DEPENDENCIES. 

The Washington correspondent of a Chi- 
cago paper which has no clearly defined ideas 
as yet regarding the advisability of terri- 
torial expansion states that President Mc- 
Kinley intends to leave entirely to Congress 
the question of the method of governing the 
new acquisitions of the United States. Un- 
til Congress has acted they will be subject 
to military government, and the old Spanish 
laws will be continued in force, as far as 
they are applicable under the changed con- 
ditions.

LET THE CONFEDERACY REST. 

Some Confederate veterans are talking 
of conferring upon Miss Lucy Lee Hill of 
Chicago the fanciful title ot Daughter of 
the Confederacy,” which had been applied 
to Miss Winnie Davis by her Southern ad- 
mirers. Would it not be better to drop this 
whole matter? Miss Davis is dead, and if 
there was any appropriateness to the title 
it has vanished with her. She was the 
favorite daughter of Jefferson Davis, born 
while her father was still the so-called 
President of the tottering Confederacy, and 
she therefore had a certain sentimental hold 
on the imagination of the ex-soldiers of the 
South. She was an amiable, intelligent 
young lady, who spent much of her time of 
late years in the North and who made many 
Northern social friendships. The senti- 
mental title attached to her name grew out 
of her personality, her parentage, and the 
romantic circumstances of her birth in the 
rebel capital. It is a title that is not 
transferable and that should be buried with 
her. | 
This young Chicago lady, Miss Hill, daugh- 
ter of a Confederate General and goddaugh- 
ter of General Robert E. Lee, is unknown 
both to the North and the,South. Is it not 
unwise to drag her name into the public 
prints in this way simply because she hap- 
pens to be the goddaughter of the Confed- 
erate General who fought a hard campaign 
against the victorious Grant and was finally 
captured at the head of his insurgent army, 
thus closing the rebellion for the good of 
the South itself? 

The sooner the veil of oblivion is drawn 
over the whole matter of the Southern re- 
bellion against the American union the bet- 
ter and wiser for hll concerned. Let that 
deplorable chapter in the nation’s history 
be turned over to the historian. Let the 
children of the younger generation read 
that sad chapter of their country’s story 
just as they read of other colossal human’ 
errors and of the triumph of the right over 
the wrong at the cost of heroes’ blood. 

But in the active, living, practical politics 
of the day and in the social life of the re- 
united sections it should be utterly forgot- 
ten. The Spanish war should be allowed 
to cover the last of the old enmities and 
war talk out of sight and hearing. No 
daughter of the Confederacy, and no god- 
daughter or granddaughter, is needed or 
wanted. The wisest thing is to let the sub- 
ject drop. 


WOULD SELL THE PHILIPPINES. 

From the date of the signing of the peace 
prot@col by Spain and the United States 
there has been a strong suspicion in many 
minds that when the crucial point in the 
negotiations between the two branches of 
the Peace commission has been reached 
Spain will make an attempt to drag the 
American government into a repetition of 
our supplemental treaty with Mexico in 
1853, when we paid $10,000,000 for the 
“ Gadsden Purchase,” now constituting the 
southern part of the Territories of New 
Mexico and Arizona. The reason for this 
is the well-known inability of Spain to con- 
trol the Philippines in the face of an insur- 
rection which has gained in confidence, de- 
termination, and strength as the result of 
the late war, and the eager desire it will 
now have to relieve itself, in whole or in 
part, ef the burden of the Cuban debt. 

This anticipation is sustained by the Paris 
special printed in yesterday’s TRIBUNE, go- 
ing to show that the Spanish commissioners 
have been instructed by Premier Sagasta 
to make a stand against the surrender to 
the United States of any portion of the 
Philippine Islands, unless, as an extreme 
concession, the occupation of Luzon should 
be yielded for a limited period. This, it is 
conjectured, is but preliminary to an at- 
tempt to sell the islands to this country 
for some $400,000,000, which would about 
recoup Spain for the amount it has squan- 
dered in attempts to suppress successive in- 
surrections, and which has from time to 
time been imposed as debt upon the island. 

This would be strictly in accordance with 
Spanish methods, and there are many rea- 
sons for believing that something like it is 
really in contemplation. Indeed, the re- 
tention of the Philippines by Spain in its 
present weakened and impoverished condi- 
tion is acknowledged by many Spanish 
statesmen to be hopeless, and the ohly use 
to which they can be put with any hope of 
profit is to place them on the market for 
sale to the United States or some other 
power. If the United States should refuse 


ably be a threat to sell to Germany, or 
France, or Russia—or possibly to all three. 
In fact, hints have already been given out 
regarding a secret sale of some portions of 
the islands to Germany, which is held in re- 
serve with a view to disclosure at the prop- 
er moment. In the meantime our commis- 
sioners in Paris are reported to be surround- 
ed by Spanish spies, seeking by every art 
and device known to their calling to discov- 
er their views and the instructions which 
they have received from the government, 
while the venal French press is expected 
to open its batteries upon them for the 
purpose of arousing European hostility to 
any demands they are likely to make. 

It may be taken for granted at the outset 
that our commissioners, while refusing to 
recognize the clandestine transfer of any 
portion of the territory involved in the re- 
sults of the late war, will not consent to 


for territory which is already ours by right 
of conquest. That $400,000,000 will be 
needed to pay the expenses directly or in- 
directly incurred as the result of the war. 
If we surrender our claims upon the islands 
then it will be incumbent upon Spain to pay 
us that sum in the form of indemnity.

- ALLEN LAW MEN DOUBLY GUILTY. 

The men who voted for the Allen law 
were guilty of a double offense. They 
Fielded to temptation themselves, and they 
opened wide the door to the temptation 
and fall of others. They violated their 
oaths of office by voting for a wicked meas- 
ure. Most of them did so for corrupt rea- 
sons. They made merchandise of their 
votes. But the law which they enacted 
does not become profitable—for the Chicago 
traction companies will get no returns for 
their legislative investment—until more 
corrupting has been done and the Council 
has been bribed to give the companies those 
fifty-year extensions the Allen law em- 
powers them to give. 

Aldermen havg been bribed in the past, 
but the franchises which they could sell 
were of less value than those they can dis- 
pose of under the Allen law. Hence the 
go-betweens of the traction companies could 
not afford to pay as much for an ordinance 
as they can now. The honesty of men de- 
pends measurably on the size of a bribe. 
There are Aldermen who will refuse to sell 
out for a thousand dollars. Ifno more than 
that is offered them they will serve out 
their terms without reproach. Those same 
men, being poor, or at least not well-to-do, 
may yield to the temptation of a four or five 
thousand dollar gift. Thus those legislators 
who have put it into the power of the trac- 
tion companies to offer heavier bribes are 
guilty of leading others into crime, 

The Allen law legislators have also made 
it necessary for the traction companies to 
corrupt the Council on a grander scale than 
ever before. Otherwise all the money spent 
on the General Assembly will have to be 
charged to profit and loss. It will not fruc- 
tify. To get back what has been expended 
more will have to be spent, and the people 
will have to foot the bills in the shape of 
continued excessive street car fares. All 
the money pocketed by dishonest legislators 
and Aldermen comes out of the Chicagoans 
who use the street cars. 

And yet some of the persons who voted 
for that corrupt and corrupting Allen law 
have been able to secure party nomina- 
tions.

The latest returns of the Austrian Postoffice show 
that since the setting in of the craze for pictorial 
postcards the sale of the two-kreuzer inland stamp 
has gone up in an unexpected fashion.

In an article on the subject by Mr. Skertchiey, the 
well-known Australian geologist, the scanty dis- 
tribution of tin ore in the different countries of the 
earth is pointed out.

Alabama, Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, and South Carolina 
appropriate each about the same sum annu- 
ally for pension expenses, though the num- 
ber of such pensions is much larger in Ala- 
bama than im either of the three other 
States. The Southern States which make 
provision for their surviving Confederate 
veterans are Georgia, which has more than 
10,000; Alabama, which has 7,100; South 
Carolina, which has 4,700; Mississippi, 
which has 4,200; Virginia and North Caro- 
lina, which have 3,500 each; Arkansas, 
1,300; Florida, 600; and Tennessee, 600, ex- 
clusive of nearly 1,000 Confederate vet- 
erans ip the soldiers’ homes or public insti- 
tutions.

Other Southern States are preparing to fol- 
low, the demand in many of them for such 
revision having been urgent for some time 
past in consequence of the burden now im- 
posed by such anntfal expenditures. 

It is a fact not generally known that 
though the enlistments in the Northern 
army in Southern States, and particularly 
in the Gulf States, were few in number, the 
payment of federal pensions from Washing- 
ton to residents of these States is considera- 
ble. Thus in Texas, which was the State in 
which hostilities were longest protracted 
and in which, according to the figures of the 
War department, the total number of union 
troops enlisted was 1,065, there are now 8,155 
pensioners, who receive more than'$1,000,000 
in pensions in a year from the Treasury. In 
Mississippi there were during the civil war 
645 enlistments of Mississippi soldiers in 
the union army, but the pension payments 
to that State now aggregate „000 an- 
nually. ;

>: The Studebakers certainly have conferred a 


benefit on Chicego by furnishing the musi- 
cal public an excellent concert-room. Up to 
the present time the choice has lain between 
the vast Auditorium, the medium sized Cen- 
tral Music Hall, and the tiny Steinway. 
There has been no place where one could sit 
down quietly and listen to music without a 
certain sense of environment to be over- 
come. Architecturally the new hall fills 
nearly all the requirements. It is quite large 
enough to accommodate a fair-sized au- 
dience, but not So big as to give an open air 
impression. There is no listening to music 
u block away as there is in the Auditorium; 
yet there is equally no sense of confinement. 

The aside of the structure is solid and 
effective’ without in any way offending the 
taste. Even the seats are constructed wih 
a view comfort. The coloring is warm 
enough to do away with that forlorn feeling 
which is associated with most concert halls. 
In a word, the building is admirably suited 
to the purpose for which it has been fitted 
out, provided always that the acoustics 
prove satisfactory. Last night's perform- 
ance was hardly a fair test’ in this respect, 
for while the tones of the piano were admir- 
ably distinct, thanks to Mme. Zeisler’s per- 
fection ‘of touch, the work of the orchestra 
was not of such a character as to give any 
criterion to go by. 

Possibly under different conditions the 
strings of the orchestra might be heard to 
better advantage. At present it is not fair 
to blame the sounding capacity of the house 
for the lack of tune exhibited throughout 
the program. 

Mme. Biloomfield-Zeisler won a genuine 
triumph last night, for she was playing with 
a heavy handicap in the shape of an ill- 
rehearsed and ill-conducted band. Every 
one knows by this time what a limpid style 
is hers and how faultless her phrasing. In 
everything she is an artist and, for the most 
part, an intelligent one. For that reason 
she would have been heard to excellent ad- 
vantage in the Beethoven Concerto if she 
had been in any way supported by the or- 
chestra. In her rendering of the allegro and 
rondo she was at her best. She never takes 
liberties with the score, and her work shows 
not only a fine intellectual grasp but some- 
thing akin to devotion for the great master. 

But just insofar as her intellect is supreme, 
her feeling for the poetic is plainly absent; 
consequéntly the adagio was given not only 
without sentiment, but without imagination. 
It this were only observable last night, the 
excuse readily might be made for the pianist 
that she hardly could draw inspiration from 
the accompaniment of Mr. Arthur Weld; but 
even under other circumstances the same 
lack of depth and feeling is characteristic of 
the player. What excuse Mr. Weld can have 
for murdering the concerto it is impossible 
to say. The orchestra was plainly unre- 
hearsed in the first place, and it is rather 
surprising that Mr. Thomas should permit 
his name to be used, however indirectly, in 
connection with so slipshod a performance. 

Perhaps Mr. Weld is of the ‘opinion that 
any one can play Beethoven without trouble. 
He should go some day and listen to Mr. 
Thomas rehearsing some work of Beethov- 
ens, and then perhaps he will be ashamed 
somewhat of himself. 

As a gonductor on the platform he exhibits 
an energy and forcefulness which should 
stand him in good stead if applied to any 
other pursuit in the world except that ofa 
conductor. His beat is quite unmistakable, 
even when his tempo is doubtful. His attack 
is vigorous, but generally unpremeditated, 
telling strangely on the nerves of the forces | 


at his command. It may be hardly fair to > 


attribute to him the extraordinary tones 
emitted by the first violins, but it was cer- 
tainly his duty to administer some cor- 
rective. 

The leader seemed to have a good deal 
of trouble with his instruments during most 
of the evening, but in any case something 
must be done about the first violins, and 
done quickly. Mr. Thomas is unwise to let 
his men get into strange hands when the 
season is just beginning. 

The Schumann concerto began in a more 
promising manner, but towards the middle 
of the second movement the orchestra began 
to break loose. Confusion spread along the 
lines and soon strange rasping sounds were 
heard issuing from the left, until the climax 
reached in a fine jumble of rag time 
hony. 

in the. meantime Mme. Zeisler had been 
doing her best to keep in time with her ac- 
companiment, but the result was hardly 
satisfactory.’ In any case she lacks the ro- 
man power necessary for a really fine 
rendéring of the concerto. The last move- 
ment was by far the best; in that the or- 
chestra has no part. 

The delightfut Scherzo from the Litolff 
Concerto was by all means the best number 
on the program. In this catchy piece of 
music Mme. Zeisler is altogether incom- 
parable. Moreover the orchestral part is so 
easy that even Mr. Weld could not spoil al- 
together the effect, although even here the 
staccato accompaniment of the strings was 
terribly rasping. It is a pity on the whole 
that. Mme. Zeisler should not have been 
heard to better advantage at this opening 
concert.

The Princess, although a charming girl, 
thoroughly simple and unaffected, and who 
at Troppau, where her husband’s regiment 
has been stationed, has insisted upon being 
treated, not as a royal Princess, but just 
as the wife of an ordinary officer of.the regi- 
ment, is not a pretty girl—in fact, she is 
rather disposed to be homely. 
This, together with the fact that her time 
had been mut occupied with the cares of 
motherhood, seem to have had the effect of 
leading her husband to neglect her. 
Oblivious of all that she had sacrificed for 
his sake, without one spark of gratitude 
for the favors which he had received from 
her grandfather, the Emperor, he first of 
all neglected her for the sake of women of 
questionable character to such an extent 
as to call for the remonstrance of his Col-

Much speculation exists as to what will 
become of her husband. His conduct will 
probably render it necessary for him to re- 
linquish his commission in the Austrian 
army. Those of Bavaria and of Germany 
are, of course, closed to him, nor will society 
in either of these two countries be disposed 
to open its arms to him. Under the circum- 
stances he may be looked for at an early 
date on this side of the Atlantic.

HAYTI NEEDS AMERICAN HELP. 


Make It a Territoridl Colony of the 
United States and Give It Freedom 
of Trade with Us. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 29.—“ The suc- 
cessful prosecution and final results of the 
late war with Spain have made a prefound 
impression upon the more thoughtful ele- 
ment of the Haytian people,“ says Lemuel 
W. Livingston, Consul at Cape Haytian, in 
a recent communication bod the State depart- 
ment. 

12 Europeans residing bere have been en- 
deavoring to persuade them to seek cleser 
affiliations with the United States. But this 
advice, coming from quarters whose interest 
in Hayti is simply what they can get out of 
the country, does not appeal to the natives 
as strongly as it otherwise might, although 
the majority of the Hayttans are intense 
partisans of the United States. 

„The industrial depréssion of Hayti has 
reached such a critical point that the coun- 
try mum soon become a prey to internal 
disruptions or to the European government 
which may have.the greatest claim upon it. 
The currency has become so depreciated as 
to be well nigh worthless, and its duily 
tluctuations seem the result of caprice. Al- 
most all business enterprises are either 
bankrupt or on the verge of bankruptcy. 
Business is at a standstill, a one, either 
native or foreigner, is able see any way 
out of the difficulty. Such is the condition 
of a country with a soil the fertility of which 
probably surpasses that of any other in the 
world. Everything grows without effort. 
There are dye woods and cabinet woods in 
abundance—even virgin forests of mahogany 
and other hard woods — and the mineral 
wealth, though unexplored, is said to be con- 

derable.

CORN CROP PRACTICALLY: SAFE. | 


North Missouri | 
some Late Grain in No 
Stands in Need of Ten Days’ 
Good Weather. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 29.—The weekly 
crop bulletin of the Department of Agri- 
culture, last issued, gives the following | 
summary of crop conditions: 

The week ending Sept. 26 was one of ex- 
ceptionally favorable temperature condl- 
tions for the maturing of crops generally- 
throughout the country. No frosts were re- 
ported from the States of the central val- 
leys, but light frosts, causing no serious 
damage, occurred in parts of New York, 
New Jersey, and Pennsylvania on the 21st. 
Except in northern Missouri, where con- 
siderable late corn needs ten days favora- 
ble weather in which to mature, the corn 
crop is now practically safe from frost, and 
much has been cut. 

Heavy rains delayed farm work in parts 
of the lower Missouri and lower Ohio Val- 
leys and proved injurious in the Central 
Gulf States, while drought conditions con- 
tinue unbroken in parts of Minnesota. 

On the Padific coast the weather 
tions have been generally ‘favorable in 
Washington and Oregon, while rains rang- 
lug from one-fourth of an inch to more than 
one inch fell over the greater part of north- 
ern and central ‘California, causing injury 
to raisins and unthrashed grain. Such rains 
are unusual in California at this season, 
and while causing some injury Will prove 
beneficial in replénishing the water supply. 

Heavy rains in the lower Mississippi Val- 
ley have damaged open cotton and inter- 
fered with picking. Over the eastern part of 
the cotton region the weather has been 
more favorable and picking is progressing 
rapidly. Picking has also progressed rapid- 
ly in. Texas, where the.crop js reported as 
irregular, being good in places and poor in 
others. Reports tHrotighout the cotton belt 
generally indicate that the top erep- will be 
inferior and in som places a total failure. 

The tobacco crop has been secured, with 
the exdéption of a small part of the late 
crop in Marland, Virginia, and Tennessee. 

The seil:conditions generally throughout 

e country, east of the Rocky Mountains, 
are highly. favorable for 8 and seed- 
ing, Minnesota being the onty State in which 
the ground has been too dry for this work. 
The reports generally indicate that fall sown 
grain has germinated quickly and is coming 
up to good stands.

\N COMMAND AT SIBONEY. 


Tells of the Demonstration 
Against the Enemy at 
| Aguadores. 


VICTIM OF YELLOW FEVER. 


— 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 29.—Brigadier 
General Henry W. Duffield, commanding the 
separate brigade of the Second Army Corps, 
has submitted to the War department his 
report of the operations of his command 
during the Santiago campaign. The report, 
which was made public tonight by the de- 
partment, follows: 

„Headquarters Separate Brigade, Second 
Army Corps, Sept. 24.—Lieutenant Colonel 
. J. McCiernand, Assistant Adjutant Gen- 
eral, Fifth Army Corps—Sir: I have the 
honor to submit the following report of the 
operations of the above command during 
the campaign about Santiago, Cuba. i was 
taken sick with yellow fever and removed 
to the yellow fever hospital from Siboney 
on the 10th of July, and have only just re- 
ceived the official orders and papers relating 
thereto, which is the reason of my delay. 

% Pursuant to orders from the command- 
ing General of the army, through Major 
General Graham, commanding Second Army 
Corps, I arrived on the United States steam- 
ship Yale at Siboney, Cuba, at 8 a. m. on the 
97th of June, 1898, with the Thirty-third 
Regiment Michigan Infantry Volunteers, 
Colonel C. L. Boynton commanding, and the 
First Battalion of the Thirty-fourth Michi- 
gan Infantry Volunteers, Major Winans 
commanding, and reported to you on board 
the United States transport Seguranca, off 
Baiquiri. Debarkation of the troops, each 
man carrying 100 rounds of ammunition, was 
completed at 2 p. m., but the rations were 
not all unloaded until the morning of June 29, 

Ordered to Take the Field. 

„On June 30 I reported to you at your 
headquarters at the front and received di- 
rections as to the part to be taken by me 
with the Thirty-third Michigan in the in- 
tended battle of the following day. These 
were to relieve General Bates in command 
of the post at Siboney, who was to proceed 
with his two regiments to the front forth- 
with; on the next day—July 1—I was to pro- 
ceed with the Thirty-third Michigan from 
Biboney to the bridge at Aguadores along 
the railroad by the sea, with a view of at- 
tracting the attention of the Spaniards in 

that direction and preventing them from at- 
tacking your left flank. 

It was late in the day when I returned 
to Siboney and the troops did not get the 
necessary rations issued to them until 1:30 
a.m. The command embarked on the rail- 
road train at 3:30 a. m., July 1. The First 
and part of the Second Battalions formed 
the first section, as there were not sufficient 
cars to take the entire command on one 
train. 

“On arriving at a point about a mile east 

of Aguadores bridge, and out of view of 
the enemy, I disembarked the troops and 
gent back the train for the pemainder of the 
regiment. 

1 had never seen the lovality, and while 
waiting for their arriv I personally 
reconnoitered the position, with the Captain 
ot the Cuban outpost and Private Hines 
from the beginning of the trestle at the east 
end of the railroad cut, and also from the 
hill on the north side of the track. Captain 
Alger, Captain McMillan, and Lieutenant 

Pound of my staff also reconnoitered the po-

fort. 

“These intrenchments were so strongly 
made that the shots from the Gloucester 
failed to dismantle or seriously injure them, 

and they were so placed that they protected 
the troops in them from any fire from sea- 
ward. The ground, like that about Santiago; 
was covered with heavy underbrush and so 
thick that it was impossible for troops to 
move even in column of fours. © 

Wen this examination was completed 
the remainder of my force had come up, 

f about 0:30 a. m., making a force of about 

800 men. I directed Colonel Boynton to send 
forward a line of skirmishers, supporting 
them with a battalion. The skirmishers 
went forward under command of Lieutenant 
MeDonald and the battalion in command of 
Lieutenant Colonel Schmidt on each side of 
the railroad, and advanced toward the 
river. The remainder of the regiment was 
put in position in the woods on eachiside of 
the track, about a hundred yerds west of 
the water tank. 

In crossing the railroad jus to take its 

tion I. Company suffered a loss of two 
lied and three wounded. I had established 
signal communication with the Gioucester, 
which prepared for their advance by rapid 
firing, which did not, however, prevent a 
vigorous and effective reply by the enemy 
to the fire of our skirmishers. 

Our troops were at great disadvantage 
because their Springfield rifies and smoky 
powder at once discovered their location to 
the enemy, while the latter were armed with 
Mausers and smokeless powder. 

Finds the Bridge Gone.

The Aguadores 
end of the bridge had been blown up for 
fifty feet or more and 1 had no mode of 
crossing. Captain Alger of my staff volun- 
teored to lead a party of men and swim

I therefore directed Colonel 
ynton to have Lieutenant Schmidt push 
his 1 3 forward to the position shown 
on the accompanying map anq open fire vig- 
orousiy. This he did promptly. The ene- 
my artillery began shelling the railroad 
track and the woods while our troops were 
getting in position, and during the entire 
engagement, with the exception of a few 
short intervals, when interrupted by the fire 
from the Gloucester. At 12:05 p. m. my skir- 
mishers reported that the enemy were re- 
eelving reinforcements. 


“fhe demonstration was continued until 


About à p. m., when Colonel Schmidt's bat- 
talion was withdrawn and rejoined the Rec- 
ond and Third Battalions of the regimént. 
The Cuban outposts resumed their position, 
and the train which was used in the morning 
took back to Siboney, which was entirely 
unguarded. the Second and Third Battalions 
and most of the wounded.

Relieved of His Command. 


On July 3 I was relieved of the command 
of the post of Siboney by Major Genera) 
Young and applied to you for permission to 
come to my two regiments at the front, but 
was told to remain where I was until my re- 
maining regiments arrived. General Young 
was taken ill and left for the United States 
on a transport on July 4and turned the com- 
mand over to me. July 7 Captain: Wilcox 
was taken ill with yellow fever. Captain 
Alger took his place and performed its duties 
most satisfactorily. 

On the 8th day of July I was taken II. 
but kept on duty until the aftermoon of July 
10, when Dr. Guiteras, the surgeon in charge, 
pronounced it a case of yellow fever and sent 
me to the yellow fever hospital. I therefore 
turned over the command of Siboney to 
Colonel Boynton of the Thirty-third Michi- 
gan. I remained in the yellow fever hospital 
until July 22, when I was discharged as a 
convalescent and on the 25th day of July, by 
direction of Dr. Lagarde, I left Siboney on 
the United States transport Santiago for 
Tampa, Fla. 

“The services of Captain James H. Mc- 
Millan and Captain Eber B. Fenton in con- 
nection with the transportation of the com- 
mand from Camp Alger to Siboney and as 
Post Quartermaster and Commissary of Sub- 
sistence respectively at Siboney were most 
efficient and deserve special mention.

ENLISTING CUBANS AS POLICE. 


General Lawton Organizes a Native 
Military Force to Keep Order 
in Santiago. 


Santiago dé Cuba, Sept. 29.—Arrangements 
have been completed for the formation of a 
force of Cuban mounted police for the Prov- 
ince of Santiago. It consists of a comman- 
dant, -with the rank of Major, three Cap- 
tains, six Lieutenants, ten sergeants, and 240 
enlisted men. The rates of pay for the en- 
listed men are the same as in the United 
States army, while the officers get two- 
thirds. 

General Castillo has charge of the pre- 
liminaries of the appointments. He must 
select capable men who have only served in 

the Cuban army and the officers must have 
held similar or a higher rank in the Cuban 
army. 

This police force will have a large terri- 
tory to cover, and it is expected that as soon 
as the Cuban troops disband the lawless 
element will break loose and will have to be 
kept in check. Even at present quantities of 
cattle are stolen and complaints are fre- 
quent to both General Wood and General 
Castillo, and they are determined to put an 
end to this state of affairs. 

The United States Collector of Customs 
here, Mr. Donaldson, has requested General

The Treasury department at Washington 
seemingly considers that the Island of Cuba 
is foreign territory and requires oaths be- 
fore Consuls in the transaction of shipping 
and other business. 


GETTING READY TO EMBARK. 


Spanish Troops in Cuban Provinces Or- 
dered to Coast Cities in Readiness . 
for Transportation. 


Havana, Sept. 29.—It is understood that 
orders have been given to the Spanish forces 
at Holguin to march to Gibara, concentrate 
there, and hold themselves in readiness for 
shipment to Spain. 

The troops at Porto Principe are ordered 
to go to Nuevitas, those on the Jucaro-Moron 
trocha to San Fernandino, and those at 
Manzanillo to Cienfuegos. 

The Third and Fourth Divisions of the 
First Army Corps will embark at Matanzas 
and the First ang Second Divisions of the 
same corps from Havana. 

The forces in the Province of Pinar del - 
Rio and the division engaged in the defense 
of Havana, with General Blanco and his 
staff, will embark at Havana. 

The Spanish provisional forces organized 
here will, according to the orders, go out of 
existence and will be incorporated in the 
ranks of the expeditionary troops of the

POWER AT J OLIEL 


John L. Norton Wants the Sag 
Ditch to Empty Into the 
Old Canal. 


AID TO ECONOMY PLANT. 
Drainage Trustees and Commis- 


sioner McGann Oppose the 
Scheme. 


VIRUS FAMINE IS ENDED. 


John L. Norton of Joliet, the head of the 
Economy Power and Light company of that 
city, whose efforts to increase its water- 
power with the aid of the commissioners of 
the Illinois and Michigan Canal, has delayed 
indefinitely the work of completing the 
drainage canal, was at the City Hall yester- 
day on another scheme, which, if ca 
out, would still further increase the water 
power of the Economic company at the pub- 
lic expense. The plan which Mr. Norton 
advocated and which he was anxious te 
impress on Commissioner McGann was that 
the contemplated ditch from the Calumet 
River through the Sag, agreed on as the 
method of diverting the polluted water of 
the Calumet from Lake Michigan, should not 
empty its 55,000 cubic feet of water a min- 
ute into the drainage canal, but instead be 
made to flow into the present Illinois and 
Michigan Canal, thus furnishing t ditch 
with abundance of water. 

As things are now when the drainage canal 
is finished the water now flowing into the 
Illinois and Michigan Canal will be sent 
leaving the 
old ditch dr If, however, the water to be 
carried through the Sag ditch from the 
Calumet could be put into it there would be 
water in both canals and the water-power 
at Joliet derived from the Illinois and Micht 
gan Canal would be preserved. On the othee 
hand the drainage trustees have agreed te 
save Mr. Norton as much power from the 
drainage canal as the Illinois now gives him 
and’ consequently the Economic companv 
would enjoy both. 

Mr. Norton’s proposal, however, was not 
received enthusiastically. Commissioner 
McGann explained that it was impossible, as 
the bottom of the IIHnois and Michigan 
Canal was not low enough to afford a grav- 
ity flow for water turned into it from the 
contemplated ditch from the Calumet 
through the Sag. The drainage trustees said 
it was necessary that all the water go 
through their canal, as one of their reasons 
for agreeing to help build the Calumet cut 
off was that they needed the extra water te 
comply with the law which designates how 
much must go through the drainage canal 
in orve® to properly dilute the sewage car- 
ried with it. — 


Causes Real Estate Boom. 


According to reports received at the City 
Hail the agitation for a canal to divert the 
flow of the Calumet into the drainage canal 
has caused a sudden rise in the value of real 
estate in that territory. Real estate specu- 
lators besieged Commissioner McGann dur- 
ing the day for details of the proposed canal. 
One effect of the building of the Sag 
carnal will be to convert miles and miles of 
swamp into valuable real estate speciall 
adapted to the use of manufacturing plants, 
said Commissioner McGann. 

The engineers tell me that the can 
will lower the water in the territory adia 
cent to the Calumet River and the adjoin- 
ing lakes at least two and one-half feet. 
This will drain the swamp land and increase 
the value of the real estate 50 per cent. I 
understand the speculators are making a 
rush for the choice sites already, their inten- 
tion being to buy them for little or nothing 
and sell out at a large profit when the canal 
has been completed. 

1 cannot understand how the property- 
owners can refuse to vote for annexation to 
the drainage district. In view of the policy 
adopted by this administration the residents 
either must come into the district so that 
the canal can be built or live in a swamp 
without proper drainage facilities.“ 


Has Saloon License Revoked. 


Alderman Upham of the Twenty-second 
Ward broke all Aldermanic records during 
t day. It is an ordinary thing for Alder- 

n to besiege the Mayor with requests to re- 
store saloon licenses which have been re- 
voked for cause, and about half the time of 
some members of the Council Is taken up in 
securing pardons for those of their constit- 
uents who have got into the bridewell, but 
Alderman Upham came in an entirely new 
character. He entered complaint against a 
saloon in his ward and asked that its license 
be taken away, a thing which no Alderman 
had ever done in the memory of the oldest 
City Hall hanger-on. The Mayor granted 
the request and the license was revoked. It 
was for the saloon and dance hall at 620 
North Clark street, and the name of the pro- 
prietor is said to be C. U. Phipps. The com- 
plaint of Alderman Upham was that the place 
was a nuisance, that in the dance hallin the 
rear, which abuts on the residence in Dear- 
born, south of North avenue, the music is 
kept going all night, and young girls are 
admitted to the resort. The license for the 
same place was revoked some time ago, but 
it nominally changed hands and another li- 
cense was granted. 

. The virus famine is ended and work was re- 
sumed by the Health department during the 
day in vaccinating the pupils of the public 
schools. The city ran out of points several 
days ago and was unable to procure a supply, 
but the department now has on hand over 
5.000 tubes of pure virus and new consign- 
ments are being received daily.

CHARTERS MANY LAKE VESSELS 


Atlantic Transportation Company of 
New York Collecting a Big Fleet 
for Its Coal Trade. 


Cleveland, O., Sept. 29.—[{Special.J—The. 
“ehartering ‘of thirty-five or more vessels 
from the lake fleets by the Atlantic Trans- 
portation company of New York is only a 
feature of one of the largest combinations 
of floating property in the United States. In 
addition to the lake vessels chartered, which 
have a total carrying capacity of over 50,- 
000 tons of cargo, the new company will 
build in lake shipyards a fleet of twelve or 
fifteen barges, with a carrying capacity of 
from 36,000 to 45,000 tons. The total fleet of 
the Atlantic company will eventually com- 
prise about 70 craft, with room for over 
100,000 tons of cargo. 

At noon Thursday it was announced from 
the office of J. G. Gilchrist; who is acting 
for General Manager Walter S. Besse of the 
Atlantic-Transportation company, that five 
steamers and thirty barges had been en- 
gaged up to that time. Contracts were not 
fully closed on three steamers, and there 
were a few of the barges, also, on which 
negotiations were not fully concluded. 
Twelve of the vessels have already started 
for the coast, and it is expected that the en- 
tire fleet will have passed down the St. 
Lawrence before the close of next week.

WAR INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE 


LEARNS OF ARMY CAMPS. 
Letters Written by President McKinley 
¢he Subject of the Board’s Inquiry 
Yesterday—Secretary Alger Decides 
Upon a Plan to Reconcile the Differ- 
_emees Over the Relative Merits of 
Division and Regimental Hospitals 

Nature of the Compromise. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 29.—The War In- 
vestigating committee confined itself at its 
forenoon session today to the examination 
and classification of complaints which have 
been made to the President. Those exam- 
ined at this session deal-in the main with 
Camp Wikoff and Gamp Thomas, but some 


of the letters also make charges concerning 
They relate especially to the’ 


other camps. 
food served to soldiers and to hospital ac- 
commodations, and none of them were of a 
striking character. One woman, whose son 
is stationed at Honolulu, wrote that he was 
encamped on a centipede hill and said his 
food was insufficient to meet his demands. 
She asked the President to see that he had 
better care. 

‘One of the letters read today was from 
Dr. Sims of Chattanooga. It was written to 
a friend in Ohio in response to an inquiry 
for the facts in regard to Camp Thomas and 
was forwarded by the person that had re- 
ceived it to the President. Dr. Sims said 
in this letter that there was no justification 
for the charge that the site of the camp was 
not desirable. It was, he said, admirable. 
The doctor said that in the beginning of the 
camp’s career the hospital facilities were 
limited, but that these had been increased 
until they were adequate to meet the demand 
upon them. 

The committee expects to begin to take 
testimony next week. General Wheeler is 
expeced to be among the first witnesses 
called. 

The examination of complaints to the Pres- 
— was continued at the afternoon ses- 

on. 

A decision was reached at this session-to 
include in the work an inquiry into the con- 
duct of the War department in the Pacific 
as well as in the Atlantic region, and to this 
end letters wereywritten to General Mer- 
riam, in command of the Department of the 
Pacific; to General Otis, in command of the 
Philippines; and to General Merritt, who 
occupied this latter post until recently. 

Important results are likely to follow the 
extensive tour of inspection of the military 
camps just completed by Secretary Alger, 
and especially in the matter of reorganizing 
the hospital service in the field. The Secre- 
tary conferred closely with not only the 
commanding officers and medical officers at 
the camps, but especially with the fifteen 
Colonels whom he met, looking to the as- 
certainment-of their views upon the relativé 
merits of the division hospital ond the regi- 
mental hospital. Each had strong advo- 
cates, and it remained for the Secretary to 
endeavor to reconcile their divergent views. 

After a thorough examination of the rela- 
tive merits and demerits of the two plans 
Secretary Alger has framed a project, which 


he now has. under consideration for the 


amalgamation of the hospitals in such man- 
ner as to retain the most desirable features 
of both. His plan is to have the division 
hospital arranged in sections of tents, lying- 


in wings branching off from a central aisie. 


These can be easily made by the use of 
a few flies and a proper connection of the 
common tents. Then the sections are to be 
allotted to the different regiments in the 
division, each in care of one of the regi- 
mental doctors, yet receiving the attention 
of the high class talent and female nursing 
which ts possible only in the big division 
hospitals. 

In this way the men would preserve the 
individuality of their commands, and the 
idea may be carried out so far as to sub- 
divide the sections into smaller sections, as- 
signing one to each company in the regi- 
ment, and thus enabling the sick men to 
make sure of falling in with their mates 
when they go to the hospital. 

Secretary Alger believes the soldiers would 
thus be reconciled to going to the division 
hospital, where they can secure the best of 
food and luxuries, lie alongside of their 


companions, and receive the benefits of 


laundries, kitchens, etc.

New England University Starts Its Two 
Hundred and Sixty-second Session 
with Good Prospects.

Mrs. Charlotte Edholm, the woman who 
devotes her time to rescue work among 
women and young girls, addressed the meet- 
ing.

Mrs. Edholm 
said that the presence of girls in the wine- 
rooms and beer saloons was necessary to the 
life of the trade and that where there were 
no saloons the social evil could not thrive 
and hundreds of homes were saved from an

She commended the movement.

TRIAL OF OREGON’S CHAPLAIN. | 


Witnesses for the Defense Place a Dif- 
ferent Construction on Remarks 
oft the Preacher. 


Denver, Colo., Sept. 29.—When the court- 
martial trial of the Rev. Joseph P. McIntyre, 
chaplain of the battleship Oregon, was re- 
sumed this morning Henry M. Courier prac- 
tically reiterated the testimony of previous 


lecture on Aug. 8, charged Admiral Samp- 
son with reporting himself within the four- 
mile limit at the time of the capture of the 
Spanish ship Colon when he was in reality 
eight or ten miles distant. He also cor- 
roborated statements of other witnesses 
regarding the alleged contemptuous allu- 
sions of the chaplain to Captain Robley D. 
Evans of the lewa as Fighting Bob,“ and 
the statement that the Oregon was the only 
battleship that was honestly built, contracts
